conceivably possess with the 
Tibetan Government is invair- 
ably used to promote peace be- 
‘tween Tibet and China. To the 
Chinese Government ‘the good 
offices of the British Govern 
ment have been tendered more 
than once for the purpose of 
finding a peaceful solution for 
the perennial fyontier disputes 
in Eastern Tibet, where friction 
jwith Szechuen has been a regi 
difficulty, ‘There is no reason 
to suggest that this potiey would 
not apply to China’s ‘present 
difficulties in Sinkiang which is 
‘Tibet's northern neighbour. ‘This 
political aspect of the North- 
West problem is worth passing 
mention at atime when the 

overnment at Nanking is 80 
concemed with the possi- 

‘of North-Western de- 
yelopments. Central Asia cai 
Denefit economically ‘from the 
efforts within thelr respective 
spheres of China and Soviet 
Russia, to say nothing of British 
india and Afghanistan.

A GAUGE OF SUCCESS 
Mar, 10. 


The letter from the “North- 
China Daily News's” Washington 
correspondent which appeared 
in yesterday's issue is important 
because of the light it throws 
upon the immense struggle 
whigh is proceeding in the Unit 
Jed States to correct the evil 
jeflects of the world depression. 
Probably the most interesting 
feature of the article is the 
deseription of the manner in 
which power has been placed in 
ithe hands of the President, and 
how the original convictions of 
economists are being set aside 
in favour of a programme which 
entails the application of the 
principle of trial and error. With 
all the spending of the past year

accumulated a debt _so large as 
that of Great Britain, And 
whereas the British debt has 
been one of necessity, that of 
the United States is one of 
deliberate choice consequent 
upon the adoption of a policy 
of spending a country’s way to 
prosperity. ‘The more orthodox 
have already raised their hands 
in dismay at this reversion of 
a former economic axiom, 
others who may not have 
been entirely convinced of 
the correctness of all that has 
been taught in the past stand 
surprised at the rapidity. with 
which the President and his 
advisers move to meet the 
various difficult situations which 
are bound to arise when a.country 
fis faced with a state of affairs 
such as is found in the United 
States. To that extent it may 
bo argued that the policy of Mr. 
Roosevelt is too opportunist in 
character and that it has only 
the logic of the immediate to 
commend it, ‘That may be true, 
dut the United States have 
embarked upon an entirely new 
course the only justification for 
which will be its measure of 
success, If indeed this daring 
experiment is sticcessful, and the 
signs are not yet definitely 
against such a prospect the 
‘vesult will be an entire revolu- 
tion in economic thought. 


One of the most striking 
aspects of the whole problem 
is the large amount of money 
involved. | Visualizing a public 
debt, of $32,000,000,000 with a 
further sum of  $19,000,000,000 
due from the various’ States and 
municipalities it is claimed that 
though this is slightly larger 
than that of the United King- 
dom—of approximately $47,655,- 
000,000—it is an indebtedness 
by no means beyond the capacity 
of the citizens of the country. 
‘When all standards come to bo 
considered, when population and 
national wealth are included in 
the calculation it must be ap- 
parent that the public debt of 
the United States weighs less 
heavily upon the people than it 
does in Great Britain.

‘The work is by no means 
ended, In the first six months 
of this year the Administration 
will have to find no less a sum 
than $10,000,000,000, $6,000,000,.

At any 
time the raising of such a sum 
would be a formidable task, but 
the Administration has gained 
the faith of the ‘people at large,

‘The offering of $1,000,000,000,

investors was an immediate 
suecess: indeed it was heavily 
oversubscribed, a good augury 
for the financing programme 
which the president and his 
advisers have in mind. But, as 
is pointed out by the February 
review of th. - National City 
Bank ‘of New York, the real 
“test of the spending programme 
will not be in the ability of the 
‘Treasury to dispose of a given

‘increase and the present expand- 
ed indebtedness made capable of 
management. Should the pro- 
gramme fail to create a lasting 
recovery the effect upon the 
government's credit may be 
sufficient to prevent orderly 
financing. But it has to be 
remembered that the United 
States are now incurring an 
indebtedness comparable with 
that accumulated by other coun- 
tries through the necessity of 
war. They have been able to 
indulge in this great experiment 
because of its relatively small 
national debt, If it succeeds its 
success will be enormous. If it 
fails, the United States will be 
in no worse position than that in 
which many other nations find 
themselves at the present mo- 
ment.

isives on the London County 
Council, the Progressives ruled 
ithe London. roost.

The 
Progressives, however, usually 
came from ‘Liberal ranks and 
they effected a close working 
arrangement ‘with the small 
Labour grou) among whom were 
‘Alderman Ben Tillett—former

then Duke of Norfolk—Sidney 
Webb, now Lord Passfield, Mr, 
John Burns, Mr. William Stead- 
man and Mr. Will Crooks. Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and Profes- 
sor Graham Wallas on the allied 
land subsequently absorbed body, 
the London School Board, were 
others who pioneered in Labour’s 
‘work for London, ‘The Moderates 
from the outset were under a 
disadvantage. Their name was 
inept. They had to carry a 
large number of representatives 
of not too enlightened vested 
interests, By the turn of the 
century it was perceived that the 
\Gounty Council had become a 
valuable training ground for 
‘Labour. The Conservatives felt 
that more direct interest should 
be taken in that body, They 
reorganized the Moderates under 
the name of Municipal Reformers 
and, thanks to splendid work by. 
men of yn, like the present 
Lord Moyne, Sir Samuel Hoare, 
Sir Henry Gooch, Lord Hem 
Bentinck, and Mr. Frank Gold- 
smith, they won the day. ‘Their 
victory destroyed the Progres- 
jsives and during the long | sub- 
sequent dominance of Municipal 
Reform, Labour gradually de- 
veloped its strength on the ruins 
jof the party with which it had 
so closely co-operated. 


That, roughly; has been the 
political history’ of the London 
‘County Council. The apathy of 
‘a large portion of the electorate 
has consistently hampered the 
Municipal Reform party or Con- 
servatives. There has been a 
‘distinct improvement this yeai 
since the percentage of electors 
polling has risen to 32.8 per cent, 























rom 278 per cent. But in 1928, 


when the Municipal 
Jeained striking victories, the 
figure was 85.6 per cent.’ The 
[Municipal Reformers in 193: 
however, secured a record ma: 
Jority and reached the peak of a 
succession of four triennial in- 
jereases in the number pf votes 
least for them. So there is no 
blinking the “fact that, after 
being in power for something like 
Ja quarter of a century, they 
have received a serious set-back. 
‘The figures now cabled suggest 
that whatever may have been 
the factors in increasing the 
polling percentage, they have 
not been favourable to the Con- 
servatives.

This: does not take into account 
the City of London which stands 
in a class by itself. And, on the 
whole, London's political views 
give a fairly reliable index to the 
feeling in the country generally, 
for the faithful Conservatism of, 
certain rural and seaside con 
stituencies ean be set off against 
the equally faithful Labour prin. 
ciples of industrial constitue 
cies in the Midlands and the 
North. A former—and most 
brilliant—Labour Minister, Mr.

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RIOT AT SILK MILL 
IN FRENCH TOWN 


‘Twenty-Five of French Police 
Injured 


Extra Police guards and detec-’ 
tives wero on guard on Monday ct 
the Mayar Silk Mill, outside which 
a riot occurred on Sunday afternoon, 
ut nothing untoward oceurred, and 
it is thought that nothing further 
will occur’ in the vieinity. 

Final figures_of persons’ injured 
showed that 25 members of the 
French Police were hurt, three. of 
them being detained at Ste. Mario's 
Hospital. ‘The total comprised three 
‘Frenchmen, fifteen Chinese, five 
‘Annamites’and two Russians, the 
threo detained, in. hospital being 
Chinese, Of the 25, 
members of the riot squad, 
“Brigade Speciale.” 

‘The number of members of the 
crowd known to have been injured, 
either by” the missiles of othe! 
wioters or by action of the police 
numbered about 20. Five were sent 
to the Paulun Hospital and two to 
‘the Margaret Williamson Hospital, 
across the. ercek in Chinese ter~ 
Fitory. Four women whom the, 
rioters had placed in the yan of 
their second attack were injured, 
and taken to Ste, Marie’s Hospital, | 
as were two male rioters, None of 
these injuries was serious and all 
were allowed to proceed to their 
homes after their injuries had been 
dressed. 

Stones, refuse, bottles and picces 
of iron were amongst the missiles 
‘hrown by the erowd, which included 
‘a. largo proportion’ of vagabonds, 
who aro believed to have done most 
ot the damage, 


Meoting Arranged 


‘Tho French Police had received 
information in the morning. that a 
rmedintion meeting was to. bo held 
inthe fnetory.at one o'clock to ¢% 
sider the strike which had been in 
progress since March 4.

A flood of memories dating 
back half a century must have 
been released at home by 
memoirs on the late Marquis of 
Aberdeen, His short Irish 
Viceroyalty fiom January to 
July 1886 coincided with the 
‘most vital crisis in Gladstone's 
abortive attempt to ‘solve the 
Irish issue, Conservatives right- 
ly are proud of Arthur Balfour's 
magnificent courage in grappling 
with terrorist. crime and of. 
George Wyndham's. successful 
Yet Unavailing handling of the 
Irish land problem. After fifty 
‘years it may be questioned 
Whether Liberals have not the 
stronger claim to credit, Mr. 
Gladstone's failure really dated 
from the general election which, 
much against Queen Victoria's 
will, he forced on the country in 
June 1886, He fell and Lord 
Aberdeen went out of Dublin 
Castle with that fall. But the 
G.O.M, would not give up his 
Home Rule ambitions. Two years 
ater, he was thus addressing the 
House of Commons: 

Delay on a subject of this kind— 

a controversy between nations— 

is ‘no obviows or unmixed. good. 

It has. its dangers and. its 
» conveniences. You are. happily’ 

free at this moment from. the 

slightest shadow of foreign com- 
plications, “You “have. at. this 
moment the constitutional assent 
of Ireland, pledged to you in the 
most solemn form, for the offcacy 
of the policy that Iam con 
sidering. The day say’ come 
* when your condition may not be 

so happy. T do. not expect, a 
more than I dssires those foxelgh 
complications. Stil, it is unwise 
to shut. them out of view. What 
wo have to fear is rather this, 
that if reristanee to the national 
yoico of Ireland be pushed too 
far, those who now "guide. the 
‘mind of that nation may gradually 
lose their power and be supplant- 
ed by tudes and more dangerous 
agenci 
































Thore words might well be 
xemembered for guidance of 
. British statesmen to-day—and 
not only in regard to Ireland. 
‘The ferceness of the controver: 
‘of that year 1886 can be but di 
ly appreciated, The secession of 
the Liberal Unionists and the 
‘breakdown of the negotiations 
‘with Parnell aroused. bitter 
feelings. Although she offered 
him an Earldom which he re- 
tused, Gladstone had to contend 
with ‘Queen Victoria's personal 
dislike of him. His name, for at 
Teast two decades, could not be 
mentioned in the Tory camp 
‘without almost apoplectic rage. 
Lord Aberdeen’s Conservative 
predecessor was also a victim of 
the stubbornness of Trish mis- 
haps. In 1885, the 4th Earl of 
Carnarvon who. from his Oxford 
had distinguished himself 
Conservatism whieh 
as an oxponent of the more 
Beaconsfield inspired, was. ap- 
pointed Viceroy in succession to 
the indomitable Earl Spencer. 
Carnarvon entered into con- 
versations with Parnell. It is 
even possible that some kind of 
Irish indopendence was the topic 
of the discussions. If They had 
borne fruit, perhaps Home Rule 
might have’ been sponsored by a 
Convervative Ministry. In point 
of fact the. meeting between 
Carnarvon and Parnell in an 
untenantéd house in Grosvenor 
Square was held in mysterious 
secrecy. While it is certain that 
Carnarvon was not empowered 
to do more than offer some kind 
of ‘local self-government mea- 
sure, it is not at all certain that 
Parnell, who knew that the
